The  ensuing  pages  are  filled  with  the  specific  reports  and  information 
which  outline  the  activity  and  accomplishments  of  all  our  Town  departments, 
boards,  commissions  and  officers  during  the  past  year. 

As  the  Town's  chief  executive  and  financial  officers,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  have  continued  the  support  and  guidance  necessary  to  meet  Milton's 
present  and  new  challenges.   With  our  residents  expecting  sound  management 
of  all  of  our  community's  resources,  together  we  are  working  to  meet  these 
challenges. 

We  have  made  every  effort  to  stabilize  the  town  tax  rate  over  the  past  few 
years,  and  we're  very  pleased  to  report  that  we've  achieved  this  goal.   Since 
1991,  the  Town's  portion  of  our  annual  tax  rate  has  decreased  a  total  of  $1.00 
(17%).   The  chart  below  illustrates  the  results.

In  1993,   our  Executive  (Town)  Administrator  Robert  Belmore  of  Dover, 
left  the  Town's  service  in  July,  after  nearly  two-and-a-half  years  when  we 
welcomed  our  new  Administrative  Assistant,  William  Herman  of  Weare.   Both 
individuals  have  provided  hard  work  and  assistance  to  the  Selectmen  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  our  community. 


As  we  head  into  1994,  we  are  faced  with  major  undertakings  as  a 
community,  not  the  least  of  which  will  be  the  design  and  permitting  of  a  solid 
waste  transfer  station  and  closure  of  our  landfill  operations;  preparation  for  the 
enactment  of  the  statewide  Enhanced  911  Emergency  Service  in  1995,  and  the 
completion  of  the  Town  Road  Improvement  Plan  started  this  year. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  continue  to  labor  long  hours  in  studying  all 
the  information  necessary  in  order  to  make  sound  fiscal  and  management 
judgments  for  our  community.   Each  of  us  share  a  sense  of  responsibility  and 
commitment  in  making  the  Town  of  Milton  an  effective,  quality  community.

1993  has  been  a  relatively  quiet  year  for  your  Planning 
Board,  due  in  large  part  to  the  recession  that  has  gripped  New 
Hampshire.   As  a  result,  there  were  not  so  many  large  planned 
developments.    Most  of  the  work  has  involved  small  subdivisions 
of  three  lots  or  less  and  the  occasional  boundary  line  adjustments. 

There  were  two  large  subdivisions  that  had  been  examined  for 
a  period  of  time  and  which  were  given  final  approval  in  1993  in 
the  case  of  one  and  conditional  approval  in  the  case  of  the  other. 

This  slow  down  has  enabled  the  Board    to  review  its 
regulations  to  correct  any  inequities.    We  have  attended  various 
county  and  state  seminars  to  improve  our  skills.   There  are 
several  issues  being  addressed  in  local  workshops  as  a  result. 

Our  Chairman,  Ronald  Loiselle,  was  forced  to  resign  from 
the  board  this  fall,  because  of  medical  reasons.    Elizabeth  White 
and  Elane  Douglas  now  serve  the  Board  as  Co-Chairpersons  in  a 
most  efficient  manner. 

The  Board  meets  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month 
at  7:00  p.m.  at  the  Teneriffe  Building.   The  public  is  more  than 
welcome  to  attend  any  and  all  of  our  meetings.    Our  dedicated 
Secretary,  Deborah  Sprague,  gives  invaluable  assistance  to  the 
Board  and  is  available  to  help  the  public  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  morning  each  week  at  the  Teneriffe  Building  from  9:00 
a.m.  to  noon.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an 
average  number  of  wildfires.   The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were 
campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped 
control.   All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.   New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fore  or  burn 
or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000.00 
and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many 
fire  prevention  programs.   This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's 
50TH  anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau 
will  be  working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message 
-  "Remember... Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires".   Fire  prevention  is  the 
most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool.   Please  be  careful  around  fires  and 
help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.

We,  the  Committee,  feel  that  town  government  and  townspeople  should 
get  more  involved  in  the  committee  and  the  Industrial  Park.   We  would  like  to 
have  more  community  members  and  volunteers  to  do  some  of  the  projects  we 
are  interested  in  such  as: 

1  -  Further  development  of  the  Industrial  Park. 

2  -  Start  a  Business  Association  Program,  such  as  the  Chamber  of 

Commerce  or  Business  Persons  Club,  etc. 

3  -  Start  a  Business  Visitation  Program  to  work  with  the  State  Agency. 

This  program  would  require  about  twenty  (20)  volunteers. 

4  -  List  all  land  and  business  properties  both  town  and  private.   The 

Committee  feels  if  the  town  industrial  base  is  increased  it  would 
increase  the  tax  base  without  increasing  town  services,   (would  not 
increase  tax  rates).   The  Committee  meets  the  2nd  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  the  Teneriffe  Building.   We  invite  anyone  interested  to  attend 
our  meetings.

Residents  of  the  Town  of  Milton: 

This  year  has  been  one  of  growth,  change,  learning,  and  increased  activity. 
The  membership  grew  to  seven,  but  now  stands  at  five  solid  members.   The 
new  members  have  brought  experience,  knowledge,  and  a  new  vitality  to  the 
commission. 

The  most  significant  change  has  been  that  the  State  Wetlands  Board  is 
encouraging  the  local  commissions  to  supply  more  of  the  preliminary  site 
evaluation  information  to  them  due  to  the  heavy  workload  at  the  state  level. 
Consequently,  we  have  conducted  more  site  inspections  than  in  the  past  and 
have  all  learned  a  great  deal. 

Some  members  have  attended  the  formal  workshops  sponsored  by  the  state, 
others  have  worked  independently  at  the  Strafford  County  Complex,  and  all 
have  learned  from  the  manuals,  meetings,  and  on-site  evaluations. 

Activities  this  year  included  accepting  permit  applications  for  docks,  dredge 
and  fill,  forest  management  and  site  reviews.   We  are  currently  working  on 
two  easement  proposals  and  have  embarked  on  a  project  to  identify  possible 
violations  of  Wetlands  Rules. 

In  closing,  1993  has  been  a  formative  but  productive  year.

The  Milton  Recycling  Committee  had  a  very  successful  year.  We  met 
on  issues  that  dealt  with  recycling  of  material  and  the  reduction  of  matrerial  in 
the  landfill.   The  Town's  Mandatory  Recycling  Ordinance  was  reviewed  by  the 
committee  members  and  suggestions  were  made  to  the  Administrative  Assistant 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  bring  the  ordinance  into  line  with  what  the 
people  in  the  town  could  live  with. 

This  committee  cordially  invites  anyone  to  attend  our  meetings  and 
bring  their  suggestions  for  or  against  any  recycling  issue.   The  meetings  are 
held  at  the  Teneriffe  Building  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month 
at  7:00  p.m. 

Observation  at  the  landfill  be  members  of  the  committee  has  helped  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  materials  being  placed  in  the  landfill.   The  residents  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  cooperation  in  the  mandatory  recycling  program. 
Our  estimates  show  that  75-80%  of  the  residents  are  recycling.   This  is 
exceptional  when  you  read  of  other  towns  that  are  having  problems  in  getting 
this  type  of  program  under  way.

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MILTON  WASTEWATER  DEPARTMENT 
1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Wastewater  Plant  treated  17,410,760  gallons  of  sewage  in  1993  at  an 
average  daily  flow  of  47,700  gallons.   This  is  48  %  of  design  capacity 
(100,000  gallons  per  day),  leaving  plenty  of  room  for  growth.   The 
biochemicals  oxygen  demand  (BOD)  removal  efficiency  averaged  92%  and  the 
suspended  solids  (TSS)  removal  efficiency  averaged  95.7%.   The  minimum 
standard  is  85%  removal  so  the  plant  is  operating  well.   All  equipment  is 
operational  and  in  excellent  condition. 

The  changes  made  to  the  aeration  system  in  1991  and  1992  are  working  very 
well.  The  aeration  pattern  continues  to  be  very  uniform  and  the  system's  air 
pressure  remains  low  keeping  the  electrical  usage  to  a  minimum. 

We  placed  198  hornpout  into  the  lagoons  in  April  1993  to  see  if  they  would 
reduce  the  sludge  that  was  accumulating  in  the  bottom  of  the  lagoons.   Several 
other  systems  have  tried  this  and  reported  some  success.   We  had  an  initial  die 
off  of  around  35-40  fish,  but  have  not  seen  any  since  the  first  couple  of  weeks. 
The  sludge  levels  were  checked  in  April  and  again  in  October.   There  was  a 
significant  reduction  in  the  sludge  depth.   It  is  too  early  to  attribute  this 
reduction  to  the  hornpout,  but  they  certainly  may  be  playing  a  role.   This  is 
important  because  the  slower  the  accumulation  of  sludge,  the  longer  the  time 
will  be  before  the  sludge  has  to  be  removed  and  disposed  of,  which  can  be  a 
very  expensive  process.   We  will  have  more  data  at  the  end  of  next  year, 
which  may  allow  us  to  formulate  an  opinion  at  that  time.

Eastern  Marine,  Dr.  Manning  and  Milton  Police  fought  for  the  "AAA"  crown 
and  Ray's  Marina  and  Milton  VFW  showed  six  year  olds  the  basics  of  the 
game. 

From  early  September  through  daylight  savings  time,  two  soccer  divisions 
went  at  it  twice  a  week  at  the  Avery  Playground.   Again  this  year  60  + 
children  participated. 

Fence  replacement  and  maintenance  at  Lockhart  Field,  as  well  as  a 
regrading  of  the  outfield,  helped  keep  the  field  in  good  shape.   Arrangements 
with  a  local  bottling  company  should  result  in  a  new  scoreboard  being  erected 
for  the  coming  season. 

For  tennis  buffs,  the  court  located  at  Lockhart  Field  was  completely 
resurfaced  and  painted,  courtesy  of  a  Warrant  Article  passed  last  year.   The 
court  looks  great,  please  feel  free  to  use  it  at  your  convenience.

Your  Library  has  moved  into  its  new,  spacious  quarters  in  the  Milton 
Mills  Elementary  School  Building  and  this  has  caused  renewed  interest  in  the 
Library.   Our  adult  readers  have  increased  and  we  now  have  a  circulation  of 
1,245.   Children's  circulation  is  up  to  1,424  and  teenagers  are  coming  to  the 
Library  with  homework.   Teens  circulation  is  433.   Altogether  we  have  555 
borrowers  who  are  using  the  Library  on  a  regular  basis.   We  started  with  just 
10  borrowers  a  few  short  years  ago. 

The  Library  is  open  10  hours  per  week  (4  days)  or  520  hours  per  year. 

During  September  and  October  we  tried  Games  Night.   Once  a  week  from 
7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  we  furnished  a  place  for  teens  (and  adults)  to  come  to 
play  Scrabble  and  other  quiet  board  games.   It  was  well  attended  and  should  be 
continued. 

We  have  a  newly  created  Friends  of  the  Library  group  in  existence.   They 
organized  the  Halloween  Party  and  a  Christmas  Party  complete  with  games, 
refreshments,  punch,  and  Santa  Claus.   They  are  a  great  organization  and 
very  welcome. 

We  also  have  a  new  handicap  ramp  at  the  Library. 

Our  Library  prospered  in  1993  with  the  help  of  volunteers  and  we  look 
forward  to  1994.

Rural  District  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continues  as  a  private  non- 
profit whose  purpose  is  to  provide  high  quality,  compassionate  home  health, 
hospice  and  comminity  health  care  services  to  all  ages  within  our  member 
towns.   Last  year  has  been  a  year  of  change,  continued  growth,  and  curious 
concern  regarding  health  care  at  the  Federal  level. 

We  are  now  located  in  our  new  building.   At  the  time  of  the  move,  the 
agency  underwent  a  survey  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Health 
Facilities  Administration  and  we  continue  to  be  licensed  as  a  Certified  Home 
Health  Agency  with  the  addition  of  Community  Clime  and  Hospice  licenses. 
The  new  facility  is  a  vast  improvement  in  clime  facilities  and  much  needed 
office  space. 

Our  needs  for  building,  computer,  and  telephone  were  recognized  by 
many  of  the  residents  of  our  service  area,  as  was  evidenced  by  gifts  to  our 
building  fund.   These  local  contributions,  combined  with  the  grants  received 
from  the  Agnes  Lindsay  Trust,  Samuel  Hunt  Foundation,  and  Lou  and  Lutza 
Smith  Charitable  Foundation,  enabled  us  to  stay  within  our  budget.

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STRAFFORD  HOSPICE  CARE,  INC. 

DESCRIPTION:   Strafford  Hospice  Care  is  a  non-profit  agency  providing 
multi-professional  case  management  and  volunteer  support  for  grief  and  other 
reactions  in  patients  and  families  dealing  with  terminal  illness.   Organized  in 
1982  to  serve  all  of  Strafford  County  and  adjacent  Maine  communities, 
Strafford  Hospice  was  incorporated  and  began  serving  patients  in  1983.   Now 
four  part-time  professional  staff  and  a  cadre  of  over  70  trained  volunteers  serve 
almost  200  patients  and  their  families  each  year. 

The  primary  program  is  to  provide  each  patient  with  a  trained  volunteer 
support  person  who  is,  in  turn,  advised  and  supported  by  our  staff  and  the 
multi-professional  case  management  teams.   Other  programs  include  the  25 
hour  volunteer  training  course  and  education  for  all  other  related  professionals 
and  community  service  people,  regular  bereavement  support  groups,  and 
professional  consultations  with  schools  and  agencies  on  issues  of  dying,  death, 
bereavement  and  loss. 

Because  we  are  selecting  an  independent  model  for  continuation  of  our 
agency's  operation,  we  will  be  the  only  Hospice  in  the  County  committed  to 
providing  services  to  everyone,  with  or  without  insurance.   Those  people  who 
come  to  us  with  terminal  illness,  but  no  coverage  for  hospice  benefits  from 
Medicare  or  other  private  insurances,  will  be  served  just  as  they  always  have 
been,  free  of  charge  with  no-one  turned  away. 

The  1993  Budget  request  is  based  on  two  factors.   The  first  is  the  number 
of  patients  we  serve  within  the  town.   (As  of  October  1,1993  we  have  served  5 
Milton  residents  with  the  likelihood  of  more  referrals  before  year  end)  The 
second  factor  is  the  expectation  that  public  support  through  towns  and  cities 
will  only  cover  half  of  our  budget  with  the  other  half  coming  through  charity 
and  fund  raising  efforts.   In  1993,  the  amount  per  patient  comes  very  close  to 
the  average  for  the  past  two  years.   The  town's  half  for  1994  is  $337.21  per 
patient  multiplied  by  a  projection  of  7  patients  per  year  in  Milton.

The  annual  Town  Meeting  (Articles  of  Business  in  the  Warrant)  of  the 
legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Milton  was  held  at  the  Nute  High  School 
Auditorium  on  Saturday,  March  13,  1993.

18  at  7:00  PM.  The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  followed.  Moderator 
Joos  next  began  to  read  the  Warrant  with  John  Doria  making  the  motion  to 
dispense  with  reading  of  the  entire  Warrant,  seconded  by  Carol  L.  Martin. 
Motion  carried.
